culverts and drainage, and repaving. The work is expected 
to take until October 2016 to complete. 

To minimize the impact on commuter traffic, the Ministry 
is planning to carry out the bulk of the construction 
work on weekends, and at night, from 7 p.m. to 7 a.m. 

- effectively maximizing the impact on anyone within 
earshot of the 400. 

MTO asked for and received a Noise By-law exemption 
from the Town of Bradford West Gwillimbury, for a 6 month 
period - an exemption that can be extended for additional 
6-month periods, until the end of construction, “subject to 
satisfactory mitigation of any complaints.” 

Idling of construction equipment - which will include 
concrete trucks, asphalt paving spreaders, loaders and 
excavators - is to be kept to a minimum, a report to Council 
on August 6 stated, “and “effort will be made to avoid any 
unnecessary noise” Concrete saws and jackhammers are 
among the equipment that will be used.

a 1.486 ha. park, and 18.981 ha. 
designated as “woodlot/valleylands” 
reflecting the environmental 
sensitivity of the area, on the edge of 
the Holland Marsh. 

Bradford West, proposed by 
Bradford Capital Holdings Inc., Tiber 
Properties Inc. and a numbered 
Ontario company, presented plans 
for 504 residential units on 34.876 
ha.

Health Centre tender awarded 


The Town of Bradford West 
Gwillimbury has awarded the tender 
for the renovation of the old Library 
at 100 Holland Court - renovations 
that will transform the building into 
a handicapped-accessible family 
health centre, providing better access 
to primary health care, to a growing 
population.

low bidder, Elite Construction.

is no Subdivision Agreement 
signed within that timeframe. 

Public comments and 
concerns were included 
in the reports presented in 
Council, on Aug. 6. One of the 
key concerns was increased 
flooding in the Green Valley 
area - but Staff pointed out 
that the developers must 
accommodate existing 
drainage, and ensure through 


that the volume of runoff will 


not increase. Stormwater 
management plans must also 
be approved by the LSRCA. 

Councillors were told that 
the reconstruction of Simcoe 
Road is tied to the development 
of Bradford East and West 
subdivisions. 

“If this is a 3-year plan, will 
they (residents of Green Valley) 
have to wait three years before 
they see any construction?” 
asked Councillor Peter Dykie 
Jr., a long-time advocate for 
reconstruction of Simcoe Rd. 


Geoff McKnight, Director of 
Development, explained that 
the reconstruction will coincide 
with the installation of sewers 
and forcemains for the new 
developments, which can begin 
once a new Early Payment 
Agreement with developers for 
the servicing of the Hwy. 400 
employment lands is signed. 

Town Manager Jay Currier 
suggested the Agreement could 
be approved as early as the end 
of August. "Quite a number of 
projects will flow from that."

Targeting drinking and boating 


On Aug. 11, around the dinner 
hour, South Simcoe Police Marine 
Unit investigated a jet boat for erratic 
operation in the area of Innisfil Beach 
Park. The operator of the vessel was 
found to have consumed a quantity of 
alcohol and was in possession of an 
open alcoholic beverage on board the 
vessel. Arrested and returned to North 
Division for breath tests, the 32 year 
old Toronto man registered a WARN. 
His driver’s licence was suspended for 
3 days; he also was ticketed for 2 other 
minor offences. 

Alcohol and drug impairment 
continue to be a factor in boating 
deaths and injuries. According to a 


recent report by the Lifesaving Society 
of Canada, 39% of preventable boating 
fatalities between 2006 and 2010 
involved alcohol consumption. During 
2012, OPP investigated 20 fatal boating 
incidents, and determined that 7, or 
35%, involved alcohol or drugs. 

Boaters caught drinking and boating 
in Ontario face the same penalties as 
drinking drivers. No alcohol can be 
consumed by anyone on board while 
the boat is in motion - consumption 
on a vessel is only permitted if die 
boat is at anchor, tied to a dock or 
grounded, and the boat is fitted with 
permanent cooking, sleeping and 
washroom facilities.

Haven Kramer has struggled most of his life. 

He has Left Hemi Cerebral Palsy - a condition 
that weakens the muscles on his left side, 
making it harder to do everything from 
homework to sports.
